Ahmadinejad anti-West speech 
sparks UN walkout 



European delegates exit during Iranian President Ah- 
madinejad’s address to the 66th General Assembly Ses¬ 
sion at the United Nations. 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Iran's President Mahmoud Ah- 
madinejad went on the 
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warpath against the West at the 
United Nations again Thursday 
sparking a mass walkout by 
outraged US and European 
delegations. 

The Iranian leader repeated 
comments casting doubt on the 
origins of the Holocaust and 
the September 11,2001 attacks 
and criticized the United States 
for killing Osama bin Laden 
rather than bringing him to 
trial. 

European countries use the 


Hurricane Hilary formed on 
Thursday off the southwestern 
Pacific coast of Mexico and 
was forecast to strengthen, the 
US National Hurricane Center 
said. 

Hilary was packing winds 
of 84 miles (140 kilometers) 
per hour, "and Hilary could be¬ 
come a major hurricane by Fri¬ 
day night," the Miami-based 
NHC said in its 1800 GMT 
bulletin. 

The center of the hurricane 
was located some 100 miles 
(160 kilometers) south of the 
Mexican resort city of Aca¬ 
pulco and moving in the open 
ocean towards the northwest at 
10 miles (17 kilometers) per 


Holocaust as an excuse to pay

said. The "diabolical" aims of 
the West are the cause of wars 
and the financial crisis, Ah¬ 
madinejad stormed. 

In a repeat of walkouts at the 
United Nations and other inter¬ 
national events in recent years, 
a US diplomat monitoring the 
speech in the UN General As¬ 
sembly left halfway through 
the 20 minute discourse. 

The 27 European Union na¬ 
tions then followed in a coor¬ 
dinated protest move. 

The German delegation said in 
a statement that it was protest¬ 
ing over the "crude, anti- 
American, anti-Israeli and 
anti-West tirade by the Iranian 
president." 

The Iranian president caused a 
UN walkout last year when he 
alleged the US government 
could have been behind the 
September 11 attacks. He has 
also used speeches in the past 
to call for the destruction of Is¬ 
rael and cast doubt on the ex¬ 
istence of the Holocaust.

Japan typhoon kills 11, 
spares nuclear plant

TOKYO, (AFP) - A powerful 
typhoon that barrelled 
through Japan and threatened 
the crippled Fukushima nu¬ 
clear power plant killed at 
least 11 people including a 
woman aged 101, officials 
and reports said Thursday. 

Typhoon Roke, which 
churned across the main is¬ 
land of Honshu and through 
the already disaster-ravaged 
northeast, caused flooding 
and triggered landslides in an 
echo of a vicious storm earlier 
in the month that killed 
around 100 people. 

But it did not cause any 
further damage to the battered 
nuclear power plant, as had 
been feared, after workers had 
scrambled to secure the facil¬ 
ity to prevent more radiation 
from seeping out. 

Public broadcaster NHK 
put the death toll at 11, with 


four people missing and 
367 others injured. 

Roke fizzled into an 
extratropical depression 
Thursday afternoon as it 
veered off the northern 
main island of Hokkaido, 
the Japan Meteorological 
Agency said. 

Police and rescuers re¬ 
covered at least four bod¬ 
ies on Thursday morning, 
including a 65-year-old 
woman who was buried 
when a mudslide en¬ 
gulfed her house in Iwate 
prefecture, officials said. 

Two people, including 
the 101-year-old, were 
found dead in Shizuoka 
prefecture, where the ty¬ 
phoon made landfall on 
Wednesday, an official 
said. 

In Sendai, the largest city 
in the northeastern region that 
was battered by the March 11 
earthquake and tsunami that 
led to the atomic crisis, two 
sewerage workers went miss¬ 
ing, a city official told AFP. 

"We are aware that one 
body was recovered this 
morning but have not con¬ 
firmed it belongs to one of the 
missing workers," he said. 

Local police and rescuers 
recovered another body from 
a river in central Aichi prefec¬ 
ture and they were investigat¬ 
ing whether the death was 
typhoon related, an official 
said. 

A series of strong typhoons 
have hit Japan, which is still 
recovering from the massive 
quake and tsunami that left 
around 20,000 people dead or 
missing.

From Small to Smart 
Economies: Fumbling 
with the Future 


Prof. Dr. Ryan Peterson 

While a couple of months ago 
there where initial signs of 
global economic recovery, re¬ 
cently concerns of economic 
stagnation have been reported 
across the globe. This week the 
IMF reported that the world 
economy has entered a new 
phase. The IMF expects the U.S. 
economy to grow just 1.5 per¬ 
cent this year and 1.8 percent in 
2012. "The global economy has 
entered a dangerous new phase," 
said Olivier Blanchard, the 
IMF's chief economist. Strong 
policies are needed to improve 
the outlook and reduce the 
risks", according to Blanchard. 
Likewise, these concerns have 
also been reported by commerce 
and the industry, voicing con¬ 
cerns over numerous issues that 
determine our local economy 
and economic development as a 
small island economy. 

These concerns include the 
government’s deficit, counter¬ 
productive fiscal reforms, ri¬ 
sing prices of oil and food, 
increasing utility costs, unem¬ 
ployment trends, dampening 
entrepreneurship, rising infla¬ 
tion and a general increase in 
the costs of doing business. Put 
in this perspective, gloom and 
doom of small economies is 
not difficult to imagine, and 
sustainability is often per¬ 
ceived as a matter of survival. 

Fact of the matter is that un¬ 
like the 20th century of stabi¬ 
lity and stable economic 
growth, today’s new normal is 


characterized by volatility and 
hyper competitiveness, which 
requires a totally different 
mindset and management of 
small economies, i.e., island 
economies such as Aruba. 

The dynamics and com¬ 
plexity of this new normal, and 
more importantly, the uncer¬ 
tainty and unexpectedness of 
this environment do not dictate 
gloom at the mercy of global 
trends, but dictate a totally dif¬ 
ferent model for governing our 
new evolving reality. Turbu¬ 
lence does not imply turmoil, 
if and when the right tactics are 
applied to enhance the robust¬ 
ness and resilience of the econ¬ 
omy and industries. 

In an age of discontinuities 
and discontinuous growth, as 
small island economies we 
need to discontinue the usage 
of old models of governance. 
Unlike some recent reports, it 
is questionable whether regula¬ 
tion as usual will suffice, and if 
we will return to a ‘traditional 
normal’, whatever that means. 

In summary, the new nor¬ 
mal is pervasive and it is elu¬ 
sive. It is thinking with tenacity 
and acting today. The new nor¬ 
mal is working together for 
building better communities 
and smarter economies. The 
new normal is taking responsi¬ 
bility and giving the future a 
chance. It is realizing that your 
destination is a choice not a 
chance. The new normal is here 
and it is now....

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Megacities could help 
save the world: forum 



NEW YORK (AFP) - A 
global explosion of urban 
growth and the rise of the 
megacity could help resolve 
some of the world's deepest 
problems, from overpopula¬ 
tion to environmental devas¬ 
tation. 

In an upbeat assessment, 
senior international business 
and political figures told a 
forum in New York that along 
with the obvious challenges, 
they saw huge opportunities 
in the rush to urbanization. 

In 1800, just three percent 
of the world lived in urban 
areas. Today that figure has 
passed 50 percent and by 
2050 it will likely reach 70 
percent, with cities like New 
York, Mexico City, Moscow 
and Shanghai growing expo¬ 
nentially. 

Mexican telecoms tycoon 
Carlos Slim, named by 
Forbes as the world's richest 
person, said that bringing 
people into urban areas is the 
only way for countries to 
cope with already inevitable 
population growth. 

"If there were not big 
cities the service will not be 
affordable for the popula¬ 
tion," Slim told the panel at 


the annual meeting of the 
Clinton Global Initiative 
group. 

China's Foreign Minister 
Yang Jiechi said his country 
is embracing the urban model 
with about 120 cities of more 
than a million people already 
on the map. 

"Cities are very important 
for generating more GDP and 
to uplift the whole society," 
he said. "One percentage in¬ 
crease in urban population 
will mean a lot jobs, a lot of 
consumption and a lot of in¬ 
vestment." 

Of course, packing so 
many people into tight spaces 
brings equally big challenges. 

It "will create a lot of 
problems as well, for in¬ 
stance: population pressure, 
environmental degradation 
and lack of social amenities," 
Yang said. 

California's lieutenant 
governor, Gavin Newsom, 
described the "remarkable 
challenge to deal with ethnic, 
racial, religious diversity," 
and said what matters is "the 
human capital equation, not 
just the infrastructure." 

Janette Sadik-Khan, the 
sometimes controversial 
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transport commissioner for 
New York City, agreed, saying 
the Big Apple was attempting 
to make the city more pleasant 
as it prepares to accommodate 
an expected extra million peo¬ 
ple over the next 20 years, on 
top of the current 8.4 million 
population. 

Sadik-Khan, an avid pro¬ 
moter of bike lanes and 
pedestrian zones in Manhat¬ 
tan, said that making cities 
more livable not only attracts 
a talented, international 
workforce, but protects the 
environment. 

She pointed to her ban on 
cars in the Times Square area, 
saying the measure had 
boosted retail commerce 
while improving quality of 
life for residents. She also 
noted New York's relatively 
clean air. 

"If you want to save the 
planet, you should move to 
New York," she said. 

Experts on the panel 
flagged the boom in commu¬ 
nications technology and re¬ 
newable energy sources as 
the type of progress that can 
help cities deal with their ex¬ 
pansion as well as heal the 
world's wider problems. 

Newsom spoke of "labora¬ 
tories of innovation," while 
China's foreign minister — 
highlighting Chinese invest¬ 
ment in public transport, eco- 
friendly cars and solar power 
— said: "I believe every chal¬ 
lenge, every crisis, will lead 
to a bumper harvest of inno¬ 
vation." 




Japan carrier unveils smart¬ 
phone radiation gauge 


Japan's top mobile phone op¬ 
erator NTT DoCoMo is to 
unveil a smartphone with 
changeable "jackets" that 
measure bad breath, body fat 
and even radiation levels. 

DoCoMo says it has devel¬ 
oped technology that allows 
users to measure their own 
bodies or surroundings by 
slipping their smartphones in¬ 
side sensor-embedded shells. 

The company will show¬ 
case the technology at the 
Combined Exhibition of Ad¬ 
vanced Technologies, a fair 
featuring the latest in high- 
end gadgetry, starting in early 
October near Tokyo. 

"Many customers have 
been nervous about radiation 
since the Great East Japan 
Earthquake," DoCoMo 
spokesman Daisuke Sakuma 
told AFP, referring to the 9.0- 
magnitude quake and 
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Yao Ming urges Chinese 
to give up shark fin soup 

and Taiwan. 

The method of shark- 
finning — slicing off the fins 
of live animals and then 
throwing them back in the 
water to die — is condemned 
by animal rights campaigners 
and blamed by scientists for a 
worldwide collapse in popu¬ 
lations. 

The campaign, launched 
in Shanghai, includes adver¬ 
tisements featuring the two 
celebrities and a website for 
people to make an online 
pledge to stop eating the 
soup, said the organiser, in¬ 
ternational conservation 
group WildAid. 

Yao, who retired from the 
sport in July but remains one 
of China's biggest sporting 
names, made a pledge to stop 
eating shark fin soup five 
years ago and has since 
served as an ambassador for 
WildAid, the group said in a 
statement. 

Branson is backing the 
campaign through his non¬ 
profit foundation Virgin 
Unite. 

"I simply cannot imagine 
a world without sharks — we 
must not let this happen," he 
said in the statement. 

WildAid, which seeks to 
halt the trade in wildlife, es¬ 
timates up to 73 million 
sharks are harvested annu¬ 
ally, mainly for shark fin 
soup. 


Basketball star Yao Ming and 
British entrepreneur Richard 
Branson on Thursday 
launched a campaign urging 
Chinese to stop eating shark 
fin soup to help save the 
predators. 

Shark fins are used in a 
thick soup that is viewed as a

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Two million sick from Pakistan 
floods 



ISLAMABAD (AFP) - Two 
million Pakistanis have fallen 
ill from diseases since mon¬ 
soon rains left the southern re¬ 
gion under several feet of 
water, the country's disaster 
authority said Thursday. 

More than 350 people have 
been killed and over eight mil¬ 
lion people have been affected 
this year by floods that offi¬ 
cials say are worse in parts of 



Sindh province than last year, 
when the country saw its 
worst ever disaster. 

Malaria, diarrhoea, skin 
disease and snake bites were 
among the health problems 
facing two million people 
across 23 Sindh districts, said 
Irshad Bhatti, spokesman of 
National Disaster Manage¬ 
ment Authority (NDMA). 

"In some areas, diseases 
also spread out because of 
dead animals but there is no 
major break-out of any epi¬ 
demic," Bhatti added, calling 
for the donation of mosquito 
nets and medicines to help the 
aid effort. 

The World Health Organi¬ 
zation (WHO) has said there 
is a desperate shortage of 
clean drinking water in the 
south which has also triggered 
outbreaks of acute diarrhoea 
and other waterborne dis¬ 
eases. 

The UN's children agency 
has pledged to distribute 
200,000 litres (50,000 gal¬ 
lons) of water to 40,000 peo¬ 
ple daily and deploy 40 more 
water tankers soon, to avert 
further disease. 

Parts of Sindh are under 
several feet of water and Pak¬ 
istan's meteorological depart¬ 
ment says the worst-affected 


districts of Badin, Mirpurkhas 
and Thar seeing have seen 
eight times the usual levels of 
rainwater. 

The government is trying 
to fend off criticism of an in¬ 
adequate response to the 
floods one year after it was 
castigated for failing to re¬ 
spond quickly enough to its 
worst ever floods that affected 
a total of 21 million people. 

For months, aid groups had 
warned the government to in¬ 
vest in adequate prevention 
measures to mitigate against 
seasonal rains, avoid a repeat 
of last year's $10 billion 
losses, and protect those left 
vulnerable two years running. 

Calling on the international 
community to step in to help 
once more, the UN and Islam¬ 
abad on Sunday jointly issued 
an emergency funding appeal 
for $357 million for emer¬ 
gency rescue and relief ef¬ 
forts. 

So far only the Japanese 
government has declared a 
pledge, of 10 million dollars, 
the UN said. 

"We appeal to international 
community and other donor 
countries to come forward and 
help the the people devastated 
by the floods in Pakistan," 
said UN spokeswoman Ishrat 
Rizvi. 

Zafar Qadir, chairman of 
the NDMA, said that more 
than 550,000 people had been 
made homeless in the south of 
the country and called for ur¬ 
gent donations of tents. 

"Over five million people 
are in camps and we need an 
immediate supply of tents to 
accommodate all of them. We 
are facing a severe shortage of 
tents," he told a news confer¬ 
ence. 

He said that Japan has sent 
3,500 tents so far. 


'Longevity gene' may 
be dead end: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Research over 
the last decade showing that 
proteins called sirtuins can in¬ 
crease lifespan is deeply 
flawed, according to a new 
study in Nature that debunks 
prior claims of a direct causal 
link. 

Pioneering experiments on 
earthworms and fruitflies — 
commonly used as models to 
examine the biology of human 
ageing — suggested that an 
extra dose of the naturally-oc¬ 
curring enzymes could pro¬ 
long life by up to 50 percent. 

These early results un¬ 
leashed a flood of new re¬ 
search, much of which backed 
up the original findings. 

They also spawned a flour¬ 
ishing market in dubious 
health products claiming to 
boost sirtuins, and thus slow 
down one's biological clock. 

Many contained resvera- 
trol, a molecule — also found 
in red wine — thought to acti¬ 
vate the enzyme. 

But the new research, led 
by David Gems at the Institute 
of Healthy Ageing at the Uni¬ 
versity College London, pro¬ 
vides solid evidence that the 
supposed cause-and-effect re¬ 
lationship between the pro¬ 
teins and longer life is a 
mirage. 

Gems and colleagues re¬ 
produced benchmark studies 
to test whether the links might 
be attributable to other factors 
besides the allegedly miracle 
gene, known as Sir2 in worms 
and flies, and SIRT1 in mam¬ 


mals. 

The main problem with 
most of these earlier experi¬ 
ments was the failure to ac¬ 
count for all the possible 
differences between geneti¬ 
cally manipulated organisms 
and the "wild" ones against 
which they compared. 

It turned out that other mu¬ 
tations had occurred but es¬ 
caped notice. 

Gems and colleagues then 
reproduced similar experi¬ 
ments done with fruit flies, 
again showing that the results 
attributed to sirtuins were in 
fact due to other genetic driv¬ 
ers. 

The researchers also cre¬ 
ated synthetic fruitfly sirtuin 
to see if it could be activated 
by resveratrol, as previously 
claimed. But neither of two 
separate laboratories, using 
multiple techniques, could 
make it work. 

Finally, the study refutes 
the claim that enhanced lifes¬ 
pan due to dietary restriction - 
- itself not in doubt — also 
depended on sirtuins. 

"SIRT1 activation remains 
a promising approach to de¬ 
laying general age-related 
physiological decline and to 
treating numerous inherited 
and acquired diseases," they 
argue. 

The protein may not cause 
an otherwise healthy animal 
live longer, in other words, but 
it could help one who over¬ 
eats to reduce related stress on 
its system.

The heads of the World 
Bank and IMF warned that 
Europe and the US risked 
" suffocating” the global econ¬ 
omy if they didn’t get control 
of their economies. 

In Hong Kong stocks fell 
4.9 percent to its lowest finish 
since July 2009. 

Tokyo shed 2.1 percent and 
Shanghai lost 2.8 percent. 

Crude oil prices fell more 
than six percent in New York, 
or $5.4 a barrel to 80.51 per¬ 
cent. 

French banks were again 
hit hard with shares in Societe 
Generale and Credit Agricole 
down more than nine percent 
and Franco-Belgian bank 
Dexia down more than 11 per¬ 
cent on Thursday. 

Bank of America fell 5.4 
percent while Citigroup was 
down nearly seven percent. 

US lawmakers target 
China with currency bill 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
markets suffered a frenzied 
sell-off Thursday as investors 
panicked the global economy 
was headed for another slump, 
one which policymakers are 
ill-equipped to prevent. 

From New York to 
Moscow it was a brutal day 
for investors as countless bil¬ 
lions of dollars were wiped off 
the value of companies glob¬ 
ally. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average had lost close to four 
percent of its value shortly be¬ 
fore the close of trade in New 
York, down 388 points at 
10,736. 

In Europe, Asia and Latin 
America dealers’ screens were 
also awash with red. 

London’s FTSE-100 index 
closed down 4.7 percent, the 
CAC-40 sank 5.3 percent and 
in Frankfurt the DAX fell 
nearly 5.0 percent. 

The euro fell to its lowest 
level since January against the 
dollar, at 1.3466 dollars at 
1800 GMT as investors sought 
haven in the greenback. 

The catalyst appeared to be 
Wednesday’s warning from 
the Federal Reserve that the 
already tepid US recovery 
faces serious risks, even as the 
bank appears to be running 
low on policy remedies. 

The Fed announced 
overnight that it would shift 
$400 billion in its shorter-term 
debt portfolio holdings to 
longer-term bonds, a move it 
said would lower rates for 
mortgage holders and busi¬ 
nesses. 

But the widely expected 
plan — nicknamed 'Operation 
Twist' — was overshadowed 
after the Fed warned of "sig¬ 
nificant downside risks to the 
economic outlook" amid high 
unemployment, slow growth 
and a depressed housing mar¬ 
ket.

Obama calls for 'forceful, 
decisive' action from 
Europe 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama used 
conversations with European 
leaders in recent days to push 
for "forceful and decisive" ac¬ 
tion on tackling the eurozone 
crisis, his spokesman said 
Thursday. 

Obama met French Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy and 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron on the sidelines of 
the UN General Assembly in 
New York and spoke to Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel by telephone on Mon¬ 
day. 

There is increasing con¬ 
cern in the United States that 
Europe's debt woes could 
spark a wider economic crisis 
that could reach US shores, 
infect the global financial sys¬ 
tem and tip the American 
economy back into recession. 

Carney's descriptions of 
Obama's stance appeared to 
hint at a slightly more robust 


US line on the crisis, follow¬ 
ing repeated calls from the ad¬ 
ministration for "concerted" 
action to take care of the debt 
crisis in Europe. 

On Wednesday, a US offi¬ 
cial speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said European fi¬ 
nancial officials needed to 
work more closely together. 

The official said the United 
States believes Europe has the 
resources it needs to deal with 
the snowballing crisis that is 
spilling over from Greece, 
Ireland, and Portugal. 

But, the official said, "the 
challenge they have before 
them is pretty clear: it's to be 
able to unequivocally ensure 
that sovereigns with sound 
fiscal plans have access to af¬ 
fordable financing."

As R.E.M., and as lifelong 
friends and co-conspirators, 
we have decided to call it a 
day as a band," the Athens, 
Georgia-based quartet said on 
its website (www.remhq.com). 

"We walk away with a great 
sense of gratitude, of finality, 
and of astonishment at all we 
have accomplished. To anyone 
who ever felt touched by our 
music, our deepest thanks for 


listening." 

Led by Michael Stipe on 
vocals and Peter Buck on gui¬ 
tar, R.E.M. took alt-rock to the 
masses with a string of hits 
also including "Radio Free Eu¬ 
rope" and "The End of the 
World As We Know It." 

"A wise man once said: 'the 
skill in attending a party is 
knowing when it's time to 
leave,"' Stipe said. "We built 


something extraordinary to¬ 
gether... but all things must 
end, and we wanted to do it 
right, to do it our way." 

Ethan Kaplan, who runs a 
R.E.M. fan website, told 
Rolling Stone that pressure 
from Warner Brothers records 
on the fiercely independent 
band to come out with new 
material might have been a 
reason for the break-up.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Talk 
about practicing what you 
preach: a smitten Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu declared "love" 
this week for Burmese democ¬ 
racy hero Aung San Suu Kyi. 

Giggling with excitement, 
the South African anti¬ 
apartheid campaigner and man 
of peace could hardly contain 
himself while speaking via 
videolink from a New York 
conference to Suu Kyi in 
Myanmar. 

"I love you," Tutu told Suu 
Kyi, a fellow Nobel Peace 


Prize laureate who was re¬ 
leased from years of house ar¬ 
rest last November but still 
rarely appears in public. 

"I must return the compli¬ 
ment and say: 'I love you,"' she 
replied from the slightly fuzzy 
satellite TV picture. 

The impromptu exchange 
sent Tutu and the watching 
conference room of political 
and business leaders into fits 
of laughter. And Tutu was only 
just getting warmed up. 

Praising Suu Kyi for her 
peaceful resistance to the 


Burmese military regime and 
resilience during years of 
house arrest, Tutu spoke at 
length about her moral quali¬ 
ties, "the things that you have 
suffered, your compassion." 
Then he threw in: and "your 
beauty," before immediately 
erupting in hooting, high- 
pitched laughter. 

"I'm dazed," he admitted. 
"One would have expected 
that you would have been 
hard. You are so petite, de¬ 
mure," he said, cracking up 
again. 

Smiling warmly, but con¬ 
siderably calmer, Suu Kyi re¬ 
sponded: "This is going to turn 
out to be a mutual admiration 
society." 

Tutu later encouraged Suu 
Kyi in her struggle to bring 
democracy to Myanmar and 
said he was "looking forward 
to coming to Burma when you 
are inaugurated as the head of 
government there." 

Giving the lovestruck 
human rights campaigner a 
glimmer of romantic hope, 
Suu Kyi answered: "I'll have 
to be very, very ambitious be¬ 
cause I do want (Tutu) to 
come."

NEW DELHI (AFP) - 
Mansur Ali Khan Pataudi, 
one of India's most charis¬ 
matic cricketers and a prolific 
batsman despite losing an 
eye, died on Thursday aged 
70 following lung disease, his 
doctors said. 

The former national cap¬ 
tain, is better known as the 
Nawab of Pataudi or 'Tiger'. 

Pataudi is survived by his 
actress wife Sharmila Tagore, 
two daughters and a son, Saif 
Ali Khan, who is a popular 
Bollywood actor. 

Pataudi played 46 Tests 
between 1961 and 1975, 
scoring 2,793 runs at an aver¬ 
age of 34.91 with six cen¬ 
turies, including an unbeaten 
203 against England in New 
Delhi in 1964. 

Nicknamed ’Tiger' be¬ 
cause of his excellent catch¬ 
ing and throwing in the 
outfield, he was regarded as 
one of India's finest fielders. 

An adventurous batsman 


who was not afraid to loft the 
ball over the infield, Pataudi 
played most of his career 
without his right eye, which 
he lost in a car accident in 
England. 

Pataudi became India's 
captain at the age of 21 dur¬ 
ing a tour of the West Indies 
in 1962 when the then skip¬ 
per Nari Contractor was in¬ 
jured after being hit on the 
head by a bouncer from 
Charlie Griffith. 

He led India in 40 of his 46 
Tests, winning nine and se¬ 
curing the country's first se¬ 
ries win abroad on the 
1967/68 tour of New Zealand. 

Indian cricket chief 
Narayanaswami Srinivasan 
led rich tributes to the leg¬ 
endary sportsman. 

"He was an exemplary in¬ 
dividual, who guided Indian 
cricket to unprecedented 
heights, as batsman, fielder 
and captain," Srinivasan said 
in a statement.

Platini repeats 
Qatar winter 
World Cup

PARIS (AFP) - UEFA pres¬ 
ident Michel Platini re¬ 
peated his demand on 
Thursday that the 2022 
World Cup in Qatar should 
be switched to the winter to 
avoid the crushing heat and 
humidity of a Gulf summer. 

”1 don't change my ideas 
like I change my shirts, 
even if it's hot and I am 
sweating,” said Platini at 
UEFA's executive commit¬ 
tee meeting in Cyprus. 

”If you are going to go to 
Qatar in June-July, there's a 
good chance it'll be 55 de¬ 
grees (Celsius). 

"It's great that the 
grounds will be air-condi¬ 
tioned but I think that this 
sporting occasion is the 
most important in the world. 

"The best period is to 
play in the winter and in 
November-December 2022, 
because in January 2022 
there will be the Winter 
Olympics.”

If Nyad succeeds, she will 
be the first person to swim 
the stretch of ocean without 


shark protection. 

Nyad tried to swim across 
the shark-infested straights in 
1978, but gave up after 42 
hours in the water due to bad 
weather. 

Nyad set an open sea 
record by swimming from the 
Bahamas to the Florida Keys 
— a journey that is the same 
distance as the Cuba-Florida 
swim, but a feat she de¬ 
scribed as much less danger¬ 
ous. 

Five yachts and four 
kayaks accompanied her on 
her latest journey, along with 
a 45-person support team, in¬ 
cluding trained shark divers 
and electronic devices de¬ 
signed to repel the predators. 

Nyad set a record for cir¬ 
cling the island of Manhattan 
at the age of 50, clocking in 
at seven hours and 57 min¬ 
utes. 

The United States has not 
had diplomatic relations with 
Cuba since 1961 when it 
slapped a trade embargo on 
the communist-ruled island.
